DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL. 

I Ref.  1,378,845.] 

AT  THE  GOVERNMENT  HOUSE  AT  OTTAWA. 

Wednesday,  the  3rd  day  of  April,  1907. 
Rkesent  : 

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Memorandum  dated  8th  February,  1907,  from 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  Mr. 
Temple  Frederick  Sinclair,  of  New  Westminster,  in  the 
month  of  November,  1888,  purchased  the  fractional 
S.  i of  the  S.W.  ^ of  Section  22,  Township  40,  east 
Coast  Meridian,  containing  forty-six  acres,  at  $5  per 
acre,  for  stone  quarrying  purposes,  letters  patent 
therefor  having  been  issued  on  the  1st  June,  1889.  It 
subsequently  transpired,  however,  that  the  land  con- 
veyed by  this  grant  did  not  cover  the  stone  quarry  the 
applicant  intended  to  secure,  and  in  connection  with 
this  he  represented  that  he  had  expended  .|!14,000,  such 
stone  quarry  being  in  reality  situated  on  a portion  of 
the  N.W.  I of  the  said  Section  22.  He  therefore, 
requested  that  the  mistake  be  rectified  by  the  issue  of 
a correct  patent  and  it  appears  that  this  request  would 
have  been  granted  at  the  time  as  there  was  no  doubt 
that  a mistake  had  been  made  in  describing  the  land 
upon  which  the  quarry  was  situated  as  the  S.  ^ of  the 
S.W.  I of  the  section  in  question  which  had  been 
patented  to  Mr.  Sinclair,  instead  of  part  of  the  N.W.  I 
of  the  said  section,  had  not  Mr.  F.  J.  Coulthard  and 
Mr.  A.  G.  Gamble  protested  against  this  action  being 
taken.  These  two  persons,  however,  have  since  assigned 
any  claim  they  might  have  had  in  the  property  to  Mr. 
Sinclair. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  by  Order  in  Council 
dated  the  18th  March,  1899,  the  whole  of  the  fractional 
N.W.  I of  the  said  Section  22,  and  part  of  the  N.E.  J 
thereof  lying  west  of  Pitt  River  were  reserved  to  be 
used  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  quar- 
rying purposes,  but  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
now  intimates  that  it  has  come  to  an  arrangement  with 
Mr.  Sinclair  whereby  any  objection  to  the  correction  of 
the  mistake  which  had  been  made  in  the  description  of 
the  land  in  the  letters  patent  to  him  is  removed  ; and 
that  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  March,  1899, 
already  referred  to,  may  be  considered  to  be  no  longer 
required. 

The  Minister  is  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  the  facts 
above  mentioned,  that  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the 
18th  March,  1899,  should  be  rescinded,  and  that  the 
land  containing  the  quarry  should  be  patented  to  Mr. 
Sinclair  upon  his  surrendering  to  the  Crown,  free  of 
all  encumbrances,  the  land  which  was  patented  to  him 
in  error,  and  upon  his  furnishing  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  with  a proper  description  of  the  part  of 
the  N.  W.  j;  containing  the  quarr}'. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Order 
in  Council  of  the  18th  March,  1899,  be  rescinded,  and 
that  a grant  be  made  to  Mr.  Sinclair  ot  the  portion  of 
the  N.  W.  J of  the  said  Section  22,  Township  40,  east 
Coast  Meredian,  containing  the  quarry,  upon  a satis- 
factory description  thereof  being  furnished  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior. 

The  Committee  submit  the  same  for  approval.

rpHE  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to 
JL  make  and  doth  hereby  make  the  following  Regu- 
lations for  the  dis|)osal  of  coal  mining  rights,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Crown  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan and  Alberta,  the  Yukon  Territory,  the 
North-west  Territories,  the  Railway  Bolt  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  British  Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  con- 
taining three  and  one-half  (3U  million  acres  of  land 
acquired  by  the  Dominion  Government  from  the  said 
Province  of  British  Columbia  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906. 

1.  The  coal  mining  rights  which  are  the  property  of 
the  Crown  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan 
and  Alberta,  the  Yukon  Territory,  the  North-west 
Territories,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Provdnee  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  containing  three 
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and  one-half  million  acres  of  land  acquired  by  the 
Dominion  Government  from  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  under  chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1906,  may  be  leased  for  a term  of  twenty-one 
years  at  an  annual  rental  of  §1.00  per  acre,  payable 
yearly  in  advance. 

2.  No  applicant  shall  be  allowed  to  lease  more  than 
an  area  of  2,560  acres. 

3.  The  tract  applied  for,  if  situated  in  surveyed 
territory,  shall  consist  of  sections,  or  legal  subdivisions 
of  sections,  but  tlie  several  parcels  comprising  the 
tract  must  be  contiguous,  and  the  whole  area  applied 
for  shall  not  exceed  four  miles  in  its  greatest  dimen- 
sion. In  unsurveyed  territory,  if  the  tract  applied  for 
is  so  situated  as  to  admit  of  a definite  description  by 
sections  and  legal  subdivisions  of  sections  being  fur- 
nished, an  application  for  coal  mining  rights  may  be 
considered  under  the  ])rovisions  of  this  section. 

4.  Applications  for  such  coal  mining  rights  shall  be 
filed  with  the  agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  dis- 
trict in  which  the  rights  applied  for  are  situated,  or 
with  a sub-agent  for  such  district  for  transmission  by 
the  agent  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  but 
priority  of  application  shall  be  based  upon  the  date  of 
the  receipt  of  such  application  in  the  office  of  the  Agent 
of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district.  The  application 
shall  contain  a description  by  section,  part  of  section, 
township  and  range  of  the  tract  applied  for. 

5.  If  the  coal  mining  rights  which  an  applican') 
desires  to  lease  are  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory, 
application  therefor  shall  be  filed  with  the  agent  of 
Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  rights 
applied  for  are  situated  or  with  a sub-agent  for  such 
district  for  transmission  by  the  agent  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  and  the  applicant  shall  have  the 
option  in  making  his  application,  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  either  of  the  following  sections  num- 
bered 6 and  7. 

6.  The  application  shall  contain  a description  by 
metes  and  bounds  of  the  tract  applied  for,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a plan  showing  the  position  of  such 
tract  in  its  relation  to  some  prominent  topographical 
feature  or  other  known  point.  The  plan  shall  contain 
sufficient  data  to  admit  of  the  position  of  the  tract 
applied  for  being  definitely  shown  in  the  records  of  the 
Department.  Such  tract  must  be  rectangular  in  foi  in 
except  where  a boundary  of  a previously  located  tract 
is  adopted  as  common  to  both  locations,  the  length  not 
to  exceed  four  times  the  breadth,  and  the  boundaries 
thereof  shall  be  due  north  and  sontli  and  due  east  and 
west  lines. 

The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  evidence, 
supported  by  affidavit,  to  show  that  the  following 
requirements  have  been  fully  complied  with  ; — 

(a.)  That  the  tract  applied  for  has  been  duly  defined 
on  the  ground  by  planting  a wooden  post  at  least  four 
inches  square,  and  standing  not  less  tliat  four  feet 
alx)ve  the  ground,  at  one  angle  or  corner  of  the  said 
tract  : 

{!>.)  Upon  such  post  sliall  be  inscribed  the  name  of 
the  applicant,  the  date  of  the  location,  the  angle  re- 
presented l)y  the  post,  and  the  length  and  direction  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  tract  applied  for.  Thus  : A.  B.’s 
coal  mitiing  location,  N.  K.  corner  (meaning  nortli-east 
corner),  this  claim  extends  three  miles  west  and  one 
mile  south  from  this  post,  or  as  the  case  may  be: 

(r. ) Tliat  a written  or  printed  notice  lias  been  posted 
on  a conspicuous  part  of  the  tract  applied  for  setting 
out  the  intention  of  the  apjilicant  to  ajipl}',  witliin 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  sucli  notice,  for  a lease  of 
the  coal  mining  rights  under  the  said  tract. 

7.  If  the  a])|)licant  rlesires  to  follow  as  nearly  as  may 
be  a coal  seam  m Inch  he  may  have  discovered,  instead 
of  following  the  |n'ocedure  set  out  in  the  preceding 
paragraiih,  application  may  bo  made  for  a lease  of  the 
coal  mining  rights  under  a tract  along  sm  h seam,  the 
total  length  of  the  tract  not  to  exceed  21 , 12(1  feet,  and 
the  length  not  to  exceed  four  times  the  breadth.  All 
angles  shall  bo  right  angles  excejit  in  cases  where  a 
boundary  line  of  a previously  located  tract  is  adopted 
as  common  to  both  locations,  but  the  boundaries  need 
not  necessarily  be  due  north  and  south  and  due  cast 
and  west  lines. 

(ii.)  d’he  tract  shall  be  marked  by  two  wooden  ])osts 
at  least  four  inches  s(|uare  and  standing  not  less  than 
four  feet  above  the  ground,  placed  as  nearly  as  possible 
on  the  line  of  the  seam,  and  these  posts  shall  be  nuni- 
bereil  I and  2.  'The  distance  between  ])osts  No.  I and 
2 shall  not  exceed  21,120  feet  and  uj)on  the  posts  shall 
be  inscribed  the  name  of  the  applicant  and  the  date  of 
the  location.  Ujion  post  No.  1 there  shall  be  written 
in  adflition  to  the  foregoing  “Initial  Lost,”  the 


approximate  compass  bearing  of  post  No.  2,  and  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  feet  lying  to  the  right  and 
to  the  left  of  the  line  between  post  No.  1 and  post 
No.  2.  Thus  : Initial  post,  direction  of  post  No.  2 is 
feet  lie  to  the  right  and  feet  to 

the  left  of  the  line  between  post  No.  1 and  post 
No.  2. 

^Vhen  the  tract  which  an  applicant  desires  to  lease 
has  been  located  he  shall  immediately  mark  the  line 
between  post  No.  1 and  post  No.  2 so  that  it  can  be 
distinctly  seen,  in  a timbered  locality  by  blazing 
trees  and  cutting  underbrush,  and  in  a locality 
where  there  is  neither  timber  nor  underbrush  he  shall 
set  posts  of  the  above  dimensions  or  erect  mounds  of 
earth  or  rock  not  less  than  two  feet  high  and  two  feet 
in  diameter  at  the  base,  in  such  a manner  that  the  line 
may  be  distinctly  seen. 

(6.)  All  the  particulars  required  to  be  inscribed  on 
posts  No.  1 and  No.  2 shall  be  set  out  in  the  applica- 
tion, and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a plan  showing  the 
position  of  the  tract  in  its  relation  to  some  prominent 
topographical  feature  or  other  known  point,  such  plan 
to  contain  sufficient  data  to  admit  of  the  tract  being 
shown  definitely  on  the  records  of  the  Department. 

(c. ) A written  or  printed  notice  shall  be  posted  on  a 
conspicuous  part  of  the  tract  applied  for,  setting  out 
the  intention  of  the  applicant  to  apply  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  notice  for  a lease  of  the 
coal  mining  rights  under  the  said  tract. 

{d. ) The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  evi- 
dence, supported  by  affidavit,  in  due  form,  to  show 
that  the  above  requirements  of  the  regulations  have 
been  fully  complied  with. 

[Examples  of  various  modes  of  laying  out  coal 
locations  under  section  7 of  these  regulations.] 

8.  Application  for  a lease  of  the  local  mining  rights 
under  lands  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district 
in  which  the  tract  applied  for  is  situated,  or  with  the 
Sub-Agent  for  such  district,  within  thirty'  days  from 
th-a  date  upon  which  the  tract  applied  for  was  located, 
otherwise  it  will  not  be  considered. 

W here  two  or  more  persons  lay  claim  to  the  same 
location  or  to  portions  of  the  same  locations,  the  right 
to  acquire  a lease  shall  be  in  him  who  can  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  he  was  the  first  to 
take  possession  of  the  tract  in  dispute  by'  demarcation 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  these  regulations,  and 
that  he  made  application  for  a lease  thereof  within  the 
specified  time. 

9.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  a township  has  been 
confirmed,  all  coal  mining  leaseholds  embracing  any 
portion  of  such  township  so  surveyed  and  confirmed 
shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  Dominion  Lands 
System  of  survey,  by  the  substitution  of  a new  lease 
describing  by  sections,  legal  subdivisions  of  sections, 
or  regular  portions  of  legal  subdivisions,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  the  tract  embraced  in  the  leasehold,  in  so  far 
as  the  township  so  surveyed  is  concerned. 

The  balance  of  the  leasehold  which  may  still  be  in 
unsurveyed  territory  shall  continue  to  be  described  as 
in  the  lease  originally  issued,  until  such  portion  is 
included  in  a confirmed  survey’. 

10.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  a township  has  been 
confirmed,  all  coal  mining  leaseholds  embracing  any' 
jiortion  of  the  townshij)  so  surveyed  and  conhrmed 
shall  be  subject  to  the  witlnlrawal  forthwith  from  the 
lease,  without  com]ien.sation  to  the  lessees,  of  any 
])ortions  which  in  accordance  with  such  confirmed  sur- 
vey are  found  to  be  the  property  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company. 

11.  The  lease  shall  include  the  coal  mining  rights 
only,  but  the  lessee  may,  upon  application,  be  ])ermitted 
to  jmrehaso  at  the  rate  of  .^Kt  an  acre  whatever  area  of 
the  available  surface  rights  thereof  the  Minister  may 
consider  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical 
W'oikiiig  of  the  coal  mining  rights  granted  under  such 
lease. 

12.  'I’he  lessee  shall  commence  active  operations  on 
his  leasehold  within  one  year  from  the  date  upon 
which  he  may  be  notitieil  by  the  proper  officer  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  to  do  so,  and  shall  jiroduce 
from  such  operations  the  (|uantity  of  coal  specified  in 
the  said  notification.  .Such  notification  shall  not  be 
given  until  t he  ex|)iration  of  at  least  one  year  from  the 
date,  of  the  lease,  and  shall  setout  the(|uantity  of  coal 
which  the  lessee  is  reipiired  to  mine  ami  ])roduceat  the 
])it’s  mouth  ready  for  .shipment,  which  (|uantity,  how- 
ever, may  be  increased  by  notification  from  time  to 
time,  but  in  no  c.ase  shall  the  maximum  (juantity 
requireil  to  be  mined  exceeil  ten  tons  jier  annum  for 
each  .acre  leased.  In  case  operations  arc  not  commenced 
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within  the  time  sinioified  in  the  notice,  or  if  the  ro- 
ijuired  <|nantity  of  coal  is  not  mined  during  each  year, 
the  lease  shall  bo  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Minister. 

13.  The  lessee  shall  not  assign,  transfer  or  sublet  the 
rights  described  in  his  lease,  or  any  part  thereof,  with- 
out the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Minister  being  lirst 
had  and  obtained. 

14.  The  boundaries  beneath  the  surface  of  coal  min- 
ing locations  shall  be  the  vertical  planes  or  lines  in 
which  their  surface  boundaries  lie. 

15.  All  leases  of  coal  mining  rights  issued  under 
these  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  the  provision  that 
actual  settlers  shall  be  entitled  to  buy  at  the  pit’s 
mouth  whatever  coal  they  may  require  for  their  own 
use,  but  not  for  barter  or  sale,  at  a price  not  to  exceed 
$1.75  per  ton,  and  the  lease  issued  for  coal  rights  shall 
be  made  subject  to  such  provision. 

16.  A fee  of  $5  shall  accompany  each  application  for 
a lease,  which  will  be  refunded  if  the  rights  applied 
for  are  not  available,  but  not  otherwise. 

17.  The  lease  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

18.  In  addition  to  the  rent,  a royalty,  at  the  rate  of 
5 cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  will  be  levied  and 
collected  on  the  merchantable  output  of  the  mine,  and 
it  will  be  necessaiy  for  the  person  oirerating  a mine  to 
furnish  the  Agent  of  Pominiou  Lands  witli  sworn 
returns  monthly,  or  at  such  times  as  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  may  direct,  accounting  for  the  full 
quantity  of  merchantable  coal  mined,  and  pay  the 
royalty  thereon  at  the  above  rate. 

19.  Every  lessee  of  coal  mining  rights  which  are  not 
being  operated  shall  furnish  the  Agent  of  Dominion 
Land.s  with  a sworn  statement  to  that  effect  at  least 
once  in  each  year. 

20.  Default  in  payment  of  the  royalty,  or  in  fur- 
nishing the  returns,  if  continued  for  thirty  days  after 
notice  has  been  posted  at  the  mine,  or  conspicuously 
on  the  propei-ty  in  respect  of  which  it  is  demanded,  by 
the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  or  b}'  his  direction,  may 
be  followed  by  cancellation  of  the  lease,  or  the  imposi- 
tion of  a fine  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

21.  Any  attempt  to  defraud  the  Crown  by  with- 
holding any  part  of  the  revenue  thus  provided  for,  by 
making  false  statements  of  the  amount  taken  out,  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be  punished  by  fine, 
or  by  the  cancellation  of  the  lease  in  respect  of  which 
fraud  or  false  statement  has  heen  eommitted  or  made. 
In  respect  to  the  facts  as  to  such  fraud  or  false  state- 
ments or  non-payment  of  royalty  or  failure  to  furnish 
returns,  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
shall  be  final. 

22.  Whe!n  the  lessee  of  the  coal  mining  rights  of 
land  cannot  make  an  arrangement  with  the  owner  of 
the  surface  rights,  or  his  agent,  or  the  occupant  there- 
of, for  the  acquisition  of  such  23ortion  of  the  surface 
rights  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  eco- 
nomical operation  of  the  rights  acquired  under  his 
lease,  the  area  of  the  surface  to  be  so  acfpiired,  its 
exact  position,  or  the  amount  of  the  compensation  to 
be  awarded,  he  may  apply  to  the  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior for  permission  to  submit  the  matter  in  disjiute 
to  arbitration,  and  upon  receiving  such  permission  in 
writing  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  give  notice  to  the 
owner,  or  his  agent,  or  the  occupant,  to  ajjpoint  an 
arbitrator  to  act  with  .another  aibitrator  named  by 
him,  in  order  to  award  the  amount  of  compensation  to 
which  the  owner  or  occupant  sh.all  bo  entitled.  The 
notice  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  bo  according  to 
a form  to  be  obtained  upon  aiqdication  to  the  Agent 
of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands 
in  question  lie,  and  shall,  when  practicable,  bo  jierson- 
ally  served  on  such  owner  or  his  agent  if  known,  or 
occupant ; and  after  reasonable  efl'orts  have  been  made 
to  ell'ect  personal  service  without  success,  then  such 
notice  shall  be  served  by  le<aving  it  at,  or  sending  it  bj' 
registered  mail  to,  the  last  known  yjl.ace  of  abode  of  the 
owner,  agent  or  occupant,  and  by  posting  a copj'  in 
the  office  of  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the 
district  in  which  the  hand  in  q\iestion  is  situated. 
Such  notice  sh.all  be  served,  if  the  owner  or  agent 
resides  in  the  district  in  which  the  land  is  situated, 
ten  days,  if  out  of  the  district  and  within  thePrf)vince 
or  Territory,  twenty  days,  and  if  out  of  tlie  Province 
or  Territory,  thirty  days,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
time  limited  in  such  notice.  If  the  owner  or  agent  or 
occupant  refuses  or  declines  to  apimint  an  arbitrator, 
or  when,  for  any  other  reason,  no  arbitrator  is  so 
appointed  in  the  time  limited  therefor  in  the  notice 


])rovided  for  by  this  section,  the  Agent  of  Donunion 
Lands  for  Ihe  di.strict  in  which  the  lands  iji  (luestion 
lie  shall,  on  being  satisfied  by  allidavit  that  such  notice 
has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  such  owner,  agent  or 
occupant,  oi’  tliat  sueli  ownei',  agent  or  occu])ant  wil- 
fully eva<les  the  service  of  sindi  iK)tice,  or  canufA  be 
found,  and  that  re.asonablc  ellbi'ts  have  bee7i  made  to 
ell'ect  such  service,  and  that  tlie  notice  was  left  at  the 
last  ]>lace  or  abode  of  such  owner,  agent  oi'  occuj>ant, 
a|)jioint  an  arbitrator  on  his  beh.alf. 

23.  All  the  arbiti'ators  ai)ix)inted  under  the  authority 
of  these  regulations  sh.all  bo  sworn  before  a .lustice  of 
the  Peace  to  the  impai'ti.al  discharge  of  the  duties 
assigned  to  them,  and  after  due  consideration  of  the 
rights  of  the  owner  and  the  needs  of  the  lessee,  they 
sh.all  decide  as  to  the  jj.articular  ijortion  of  the  surface 
rights  which  the  latter  may  reasonably  require  fur  the 
efficient  and  econonneal  ojieration  of  the  rights  and 
ju'ivileges  granted  him  under  his  lease  and  the  area 
thereof,  and  they  shall  proceed  to  make  a valuation  of 
such  portion. 

24.  In  making  such  valuation  the  arbitrators  shall 
determine  the  value  of  the  land  irresjjoctive  of  any 
enhancement  thereof  from  the  existence  of  minerals 
thereunder. 

25.  In  case  the  arbitrators  cannot  agree  they  may 
elect  a third  arbitrator,  and  when  the  two  arbitrators 
cannot  agree  upon  a third  arbitrator,  the  Agent  of 
Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands  in 
question  lie  shall  select  such  third  arbitrator. 

26.  The  award  of  any  two  such  arbitrators  made  in 
writing  shall  be  final,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Agent 
of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands 
lie. 

27.  The  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  be  jraid  at  a per 
diem  allowance  of  .$5,  together  with  necessary  travelling 
.and  living  expenses  while  engaged  in  the  arbitration, 
and  the  costs  of  such  arbitration  shall  be  borne  in 
e<2ual  parts  by  the  lessee  and  the  owner  of  the  surface 
rights.
